Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Borough  during  1939. 


The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  1961,  as  modified  by  Circular  2067,  and  is  an  interim 
report  only.  The  need  for  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  paper  lias  led 
to  drastic  reductions  in  size  and  in  the  number  of  copies  issued,  it 
has  therefore  been  my  endeavour  to  include  all  essential  information 
but  to  set  it  forth  as  briefly  as  possible. 


It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  outstanding  factor  of  1939. 
the  war,  has  dealt  a  severe  blow  at  the  advancement  of  public  health 
and  the  social  services.  In  this  Borough  it  has  entailed  the  virtual 
cessation  of  slum  clearance  and  abatement  of  overcrowding,  the  post¬ 
ponement  of  the  urgentlv-needcd  Central  Clinic.  A  great  proportion 
of  the  time  of  your  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  has  perforce  been 
spent  on  the  organisation  and  administration  of  the  A.R.P.  casualty 
services,  I  have  therefore  pleasure  in  recording  that  the  members  of  the 
public  health  staff  have  grudged  no  effort  to  build  up  an  efficient  casualty 
service,  while  at  the  same  time  the  normal  routine  of  the  department  has 
been  carried  on  as  far  as  possible. 

Three  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Messrs.  Marshall,  Brown  and 
Gillibrand,  who  qualified  as  A.R.P.  instructors  during  1938,  gave 
lectures  to  hundreds  of  Council  employees  and  A.R.P.  volunteers.  Four 
members  of  the  nursing  staff  went  on  duty  at  the  First  Aid  Posts  until 
the  trained  personnel  was  brought  up  to  strength. 
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Turning  to  the  statistics,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  death  rate  is 
12  1,  as  compared  with  12.8  in  1938.  More  than  47%  of  the  deaths 
recorded  were  those  of  people  over  65  years  of  age.  Heart  disease  and 
cancer  were  the  principal  causes  of  death.  The  highest  death  rate 
occurred  in  Victoria  Park  Ward  and  the  lowest  in  Moorside  Ward. 
The  birth  rate  was  14.6,  as  compared  with  15.0  in  the  previous  year. 
Notifications  of  infectious  disease  did  not  exhibit  any  special  features. 

Nurse  Atherton  resigned  in  February  on  obtaining  a  post  with 
another  Authority  and  was  succeeded  by  Nurse  Deary. 

I  desire  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  keen  interest 
in  the  problems  arising  in  connection  with  the  health  of  the  Borough, 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Berry,  for  his  ever-ready  assistance, 
and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  the  loyalty  and  devotion  to  duty 
in  difficult  times.

Laboratory  Facilities: 

There  have  been  no  changes  clue  to  the  war.  Diphtheria  swabs 
are  now  sent  to  the  laboratory  at  Astlcv  Sanatorium  as  well  as  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  of  Manchester  University. 

Ambulace  Facilities : 

The  closure  of  Park  Hospital  has  resulted  in  a  great  increase  in 
the  number  of  ambulance  cases  going  to  Salford  and  Manchester.  It 
has  been  found  necessary  to  supplement  the  ambulance  service  provided 
by  the  Salford  Corporation  by  an  old  ambulance  which  was  presented 
to  the  Borough. 

Nursing  in  the  Home: 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  described  in 
my  Report  for  1938. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

The  establishment  of  a  First  Aid  Party  Depot  at  Clifton  Parish 
Hall  has  necessitated  the  transfer  of  the  Clifton  M.  &  C.  W.  Clinic  to 
the  Victoria  Methodist  School,  Pendlebury. 

The  overcrowding  at  the  Central  Ante-Natal  Clinic  led  to  the 
opening  of  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Clifton  in  February,  1939. 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  the  Dental  Clinics  were  closed  and  did 
not  reopen  until  January,  1940. 

Hospitals : 

Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme,  to  which  many  patients  went  from 
this  district  for  treatment,  was  taken  over  by  the  military  authorities 
on  the  outbreak  of  war.  Subsequently  the  County  Council  made 
provision  for  urgent  medical  and  surgical  cases  at  Abbotsfield 
Hospital,  Flixton. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  now  being  sent 
to  Hope  Hospital,  Pendleton. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare:... 

These  services  were  fully  described  in  my  Report  for  1938.  There 
have  been  no  changes  other  than  those  described  above  under  the 
headings  of  Clinics  and  Hospitals. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Home: 

There  were  no  changes  during  1939. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


These  have  been  enumerated  in  detail  in  previous  Reports  and 
there  were  no  important  developments  during  1939. 

Particulars  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  in  the  district,  house 
inspection  and  the  general  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  given 
in  Tables  IV-VII. 


HOUSING. 

The  progress  of  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  scheme  was  inevitably 
halted  by  the  outbreak  of  war  and  at  this  stage  it  is  difficult  to  estimate 
the  extent  of  the  setback.  Nevertheless,  1939  witnessed  the  completion 
of  14  clearance  areas;  125  houses  were  vacated,  403  people  were 
rehoused  and  196  houses  were  demolished.  Details  are  given  in 
Tables  VIII  to  X. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Hodgson,  M.A.,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  was  appointed  Public 
Analyst  for  the  Borough  during  1939,  and  10  samples  were  examined 
by  him  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  in  addition  to  those  samples 
taken  by  the  County  Police. 

Particulars  of  the  samples  taken  and  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  connection  with  food  supplies  will  be  found  in  Tables 
XI  to  XIV. 


INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year 
1939  was  214,  as  compared  with  402  in  1938,  and  this,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  measles  and  whooping-cough  became  compulsorily  notifiable 
in  October,  1939.  A  statistical  summary  of  cases  notified  appears  in 
Table  XV. 

Notifications  of  diphtheria  fell  from  175  to  66,  while  scarlet  fever 
declined  from  138  to  62. 

Tables  XVI  to  XIX  give  particulars  of  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  and  of  the  incidence  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis.

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Sw inton  and  Pendlebury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  Report  on  the  Cleansing  work  in  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1939. 

The  vehicles  employed  in  the  Department  are  as  follows  :  — 

One  Pagefield  Unit  comprising  three  horse-drawn  Containers 
and  one  CL  Oil  Engine  with  the  additional  use  of  one  Container 
for  two  days  per  week.  A  hired  horse  is  used  for  this  extra 
Container,  also  our  Pagefield  Albion  Petrol  Vehicle  which  was 
purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  a  Fordson  vehicle. 

In  the  district  there  are  12,310  ashbins  which  are  each  emptied 
weekly. 

The  remaining  privies  are  attached  to  houses  situated  in  Clearance 
Areas,  and  as  the  tenants  are  rehoused  in  Corporation  houses,  so  the 
number  will  be  reduced. 

The  weight  of  refuse  removed  is  shown  on  the  accompanying 
tables. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  “  Controlled  Tipping,”  the  Slack- 
Brook  site  near  Nelson  Fold,  Pendlebury,  being  the  one  used  during 
the  year.  Price  per  ton  was  1  s.  63d. 

The  permanent  staff  of  the  Department  consists  of  1  foreman,  2 
motor  drivers,  3  carters,  13  emptiers  and  4  tip-men.  Each  man  is 
supplied  with  a  set  of  brown  overalls  and  one  waterproof  coat  and 
leggings  yearly.  In  April  last  the  Committee  decided  that  waterproof 
clothing  would  be  provided  every  two  years  and  not  yearly  as 
previously. 

In  conclusion.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  and  all  men  of  the  outdoor  staff  engaged  on 
Cleansing  Work  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.
